Theatrical. 

The simple fact that Shakespeare 
was an actor living among actors, 
subject to all the petty miseries and 
heartsores that go with the profession 
has been rather overlooked by genera- 
tions of scholars and specialists. G. 
B. Harrison, lecturing in King's col- 
lege, has made some interesting con- 


tributions and fresh points about 
traces of contemporary theatrical his- 
tory. Playwrights of today, said he, 
often have the personalities of famous 
actors or actresses in view in writing 
parts, and Shakespeare did the same. 
The fatness of Hamlet and Falstaff 


was intended to fit the bulk of Shakes- 
peare’s colleague, Richard Burbage. 
Mr. Harrison showed also that the, 
actors of Shakespeare’s days were not} 
adverse to a little publicity.

Men of Vision

Button Gwinnett, Lyman Hall and 
George Walton signed the Declara- 
tion of Independence July 4, 1776. In 
1777 the first constitution of Georgia 
was adopted. Section V_ declared 
“That schools shall be established in 
the several counties at public cx- 
pense.” In 1783 an act was passed 
creating the academy of. Richmond 
county, setting aside 1,000 acres of 
Jand and the commons for its sup- 
prt, Provision was made for es- 
tablishing academies in other coun- 
ties by land grants. 

In December, 1784, the legislature 
set aside 40,000 acres of land for an 
instituton of higher learning. In Jan- 
uary, 1785, only a few weeks after 
the land grant, the charter of the 
University of Georgia was granted. 
This is one of the greatest educa- 
tional documents in American history. 
The founders of the state of Georgia 
had a vision of the educational needs 
of a free American state unsurpassed 
by any like group in my reading of 
history. Their plan antedated Jeffer- 
son's charter for the University of 
Virginia many years. Abram Bald- 
Win was the inspired leader in educa- 
tion and Jurisprudence. 

Before 1800 county academies, and 
these included pupils from a, b, e's to 
Virgil. had been established in all 
the older counties. Richmond, Chat- 
ham, Glynn, Wilkes, Burke, Jeffer- 
son academies have had an almost 
continuous existence to the present 


day. From these, for over a cen- 
tury and a quarter, have gone the 
youth to the university for higher 


training or at once into the civic life 
of the community. There was no 
biind alley in this early. system of 
state education. All the acamedies 


were related to the higher institu- 


tion and each year the senator had 
to make a report on the condition of 
his county academy to the senatus 
academacus, 

There were less than 100,000 peo- 

ple in the state when the university 
opened its doors to the graduates of 
the county academies. But what 
statesman talked of “economy” then, 
or of “common schools only” then? 
If any did they have sunk into ob- 
livion, while those who planned for 
the Georgia of the future are still 
revered. Here are the words of this 
group of founders of the state of 
Georgia. It will do us good to recall 
them today: 
_ “It should be among the first ob- 
jects of those who wish well to the 
national prosperity to encourage and 
support the principles of religion and 
morality, and early to place the youth 
under the forming hand of society. 
that by instruction, they may be 
moulded to the love of virtue and 
good order. Sending them abroad to 
to other communities for their educa- 
tion will not answer these purposes. 
is too humiliating an acknowledgment 
of tLe ignorance or inferiority of our 
own, and will always be the canse 
of so great foreign attachments, that 
upon principles of policy it is inad- 
missible, 

“This country in the times of our 
common danger and distress. found 
such security in the principles an! 
abilities which wise regulations had 
before established in the minds of our 
countrymen, that our present happi- 
ness joined to the pleasing prospects, 
should conspire to make us feel our- 
selves under the strongest obligation 
to form the youth, the rising hope of 
our land, to render the like glorious

Ratshesky, president of the United

“Congress last March authorized the 


secretary of the navy to receive money 
to restore ‘Old Ironsides.’ It was 
thought that if the school children’ of 
the country had brought home to 
them the wonderful achievements of 
the Constitution from the time she was 
completed in 1797 until she finished 
her active career on the high seas in 
1850, if they knew the glories she 
added to the history of our savy and 
our country, if they realized what that 
ship stands for today, they would 
eagerly do their little share in bring- 
ing her back from the grave to which 
she is now so rapidly being pushed 
by the ravages of time.
